—We  ate  informed  ihat  military  commissions 
are  busily  engaged  in  extracting  particulars  from 
the  census  papers,  with  a  view  to  ihe  early  organ- 
isaiinn  of  ihe  national  guard,  It  is  stated,  on 
good  authority,  lhat  Valparaiso  will  be  called  upon 
to  furnish  S,ooo  guards,  whilst  the  number  (or 
Santiago  will  lie  15,000.— Chilian  Times. 

—A  Lima  telegram  of  the  27th  says  that  the  Per. 
uvian  government  has  marked  a  period  of  thirty 
days  within  which  tine  tlie  represen'atves  of  for- 
eign governments  must  present  their  claims  fir 
losses  incurred  by  citizens  of  their  respective  na- 
tionalities during  the  recent  revolution.  This  is 
in  marked  contrast  to  the  course  pursued  by  Brazil. 
—A  Santiago  telegram  of  the  271K  states  thai 
the  panic  over  the  expected  earthquake  o  1  the  29th 
had  become  really  alarming.  Men,  women  and 
childien  were  abindoning  tueir  homes  ami  fleeim; 
to  the  open  country  to  escape  the  threatened  dis- 
aster.  That  city  and  Valparaiso  were  already 
nearly  deserted.  Many  people,  for  lack  of  means, 
were  taking  refuge  in  the  least  populated  suburbs 
where  the  danger  from  falling  walls  was  not  so 
great. 

— A  Valparaiso  telegram  of  the  28th  says  the 
panic  continues  unabated  over  the  great  earth- 
quake predicted  by  Falb  for  the  26th.  The  city 
was  already  almost  deserted,  the  people  emigrating 
into  the  interior.  The  banks  and  onimercial 
houses  had  closed,  anl  it  was  expected  that  no 
one  would  remain  in  the  city.  The  people  are 
living  in  tents,  or  are  seeking  any  shelter  ihe  open 
country  affords.  Santiago  is  also  nearly  deserted. 
A  telegram  of  the  29th  says  that  slight  tremors 
had  been  felt  which  greatly  increased  the  alarm, 
No  one  remained  in  the  houses  ;  the  people  who 
had  been  unable  to  leave  the  c^ty,  were  all  in  the 
streets  and  squares.  They  had  even  slept  in  the 
streets  the  preceding  night.  The  great  disaster 
did  not  come,  however,  and  they  will  now  return 
home,  sadder  if  not  wiser, 

—Some  weeks  ago  we  announced  the  suspension 
of  the  Western  Cornier,  ol  Valparaiso,  and  thai  the 
proprietor  had  claimed  that  h  s  editor  had  swindled 
him  and  had  then  escaped  from  the  country.  The 
said  editor  came  to  Buenos  Aires  with  his  family 
and  secured  a  good  situation  on  one  of  the  English 
journals  ol  that  city.  The  circular  letter  ol  his 
Valparaiso  employer,  however,  led  to  the  loss  of 
this  situation.  He  then  wrote  to  Valparaiso  for 
proofs  of  iiis  innocence  of  the  charges  made  against 
him,  and  has  recently  submitted  them  to  the  editor 
of  the  Southern  Cross.  The  latter  finds  that  three 
fourths  of  the  accusations  m  ide  by  C.  J.  Holm  of 
Valparaiso,  are  unmi.slakea.bly  ftlse  and  utterly 
gioun;lless,  and  the  remainder  he  believes  to  be 
untrue.  Holm  is  a  hopelessly  tlli  erale  man  and 
was  speculating  nn  the  exueiience  and  int  llieence 
of  his  editor.

coast.     (2)  The   only    settlement  established    by 
Spain  prior  to  thai  date  was  the  post  of  San  Thome 
deGuayana.  (3)  During  the  whole  period  between 
64S  and  1796   the  Dutdi    were   in    uninterrupted 
nssesslun   of  the  entire   coast  line  from  the  River 
Coieiitiit  to  Barimi.     (4)  During  the  same  period 
ihey  had  explored  the  upper  pmtions  of  nearly  all 
the  rivers,  and  to  a  considerable  extent  made  sei- 
tlements  in  th;  adjacent   districts.

VENEZUELA    AND    BRITISH 
GUIANA. 

Even  in  these  present  days  oi  rapid  tran- 
sit, tin--  Spanish  main,  that  happy  hunting- 
ground  of  the  roaming  worthies  who  nour- 
ished in  the  days  of  the  Virgin  Queen,  is  a 
somewhai  far  cry  to  tlie  average  English 
holiday-maker,  It  is  not  unlikely  that  a 
peep  at  the  respective  countries  of  British 
Guiana,  upon  whose  behalf  tlie  Knglish 
government  has  just  issued  an  ultimatum, 
and  Venezuela,  the  recipient  thereof,  may 
prove  of  interest  at  the  present  juncture,  the 
more  so  as  the  British  colony  and  South 
American  republic  present  in  every  respect 
the  strongest  possible  contrasts  that  two 
countries,  the  one  adjacent  to  the  other, 
can  well  do.  Early  in  February,  in  the 
year  1595,  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  and  his  hand 
of  adventurers  set  forth  in  quest  of  this 
Dorado  of  the  Occident,  suffering  from  a 
severe  attack  of  gold  fever,  tlie  mm  sacra 
fames  of  the  Latin  poet,  and  not  unknown 
in  this  present  year  of  grace,  his  bourne,  to 
quote  his  own  words  as  given  by  the  inde- 
fatigable llakluyl  in  his  "Voyages,'' being 
"that  mighty,  rich,  and  beautiful  Empeir 
of  Guiana,  and  that  great  and  golden  citie 
which  the  Spanish  call  El  Dorada,  and  the 
naturals  Manoa,"  and  of  which,  he  contin- 
ues, "many  years  since  1  had  knowledge  by 
relation." 

The  glowing  visions  of  the  golden  city 
of  Manoa  have  long  ago  vanished  like  the 
morning  mist,  but  recent  years  have  shown 
that  the  gallant  seaman  judged  aright  when 
he  so  stoutly  maintained  that  Guiana  was  a 
golden  land,  and  it  is  where  it  most  abounds 
that  the  frontier  line  between  Essequibo, 
the  most  western  province  of  our  colony, 
and  Venezuela  has  to  be  marked  out, 

Eleven  days  after  leaving  Southampton 
the  Royal  Mail  steamer  anchors,  punctual 
to  the  hour,  on  the  Monday  miming  in 
Carlisle  Hay,  Bridgetown,  -.Barbadoes,  and 
thence  a  branch  steamer  leaves  the  same 
day  for  Demerera,  as  it  is  often  termed,  but 
more  correctly  Georgetown,  on  the  De- 
merera liver,  the  chief  city  of  the  three 
provinces  of  Essequibo,  Demerera,  and 
Berbice,  which  constitute  British  Guiana, 
and  without  donbt  the  queen  of  West  In- 
dian cities.  Some  time  on  the  following 
Wednesday  morning  the  blue  Atlantic 
changes  by  degrees  to  a  thick  muddy  Hood, 
but  so  great  is  the  volume  of  the  mighty 
rivers  which  rush  through  Guiana  seawards 
that  some  time  elapses  before  tlie  tops  of 
palm  trees  and  the  chimneys  of  sugar 
houses  show  above  the  long  sea  wall  which 
keeps  Father  Neptune  from  invading 
Georgetown  streets,  thus  showing  the  favor- 
ite of  tlie  Dutch,  so  long  possessors  of  the 
country  ;  and  indeed,  if  windmills  were 
substituted  lor  palm  trees,  there  would  be 
little  to  choose  between  the  first  sight  of 
Guiana  and  that  of  Holland  itself  from  the 
Mass  or  Scheldt.  Anchoring  at  length  in 
the  turbid,  swirling  river,  some  three- 
quarters  ofa  mile  in  width,  the  traveller  is 
quickly  transferred  to  one  of  the  "stellings," 
or  wooden  quays,  backed  by  warehouses, 
from  which  he  suddenly  finds  himself  in  the 
principal  business  street  of  Georgetown. 
Handsome  and  well-built  stores  and  oflices, 
wide,  well-paved  roadways  and  sidewalks, 
with,  in  most  cases,  light  but  strong  ver- 
andahs to  protect  tlie  foot  passengers  from 
the  heat  or  torrents  of  tropical  rains,  are  all 
calculated  to  impress  upon  the  new  arrival 
that  he  has  not  passed  tlie  bounds  of  civili- 
zation, and  but  for  the  varied  throng  that 
circulates  therein  he  might  imagine  himself 
in  a  European  city. 

But  the  chief  glory  of  Georgetown  is 
found  in  the  residential  streets,  where  are 
the  houses  of  the  foreign  or  European  com- 
munity, and,  looking  down  Main  Street 
from  the  jalousies  of  the  hospitable  George- 
town Club,  few  fairer  sights  of  Nature's 
handiwork  and  mankind's  efforts  to  har- 
monise therewith  can  be  found.  In  the 
centre  of  a  broad  thoroughfare  runs  a  canal, 
whose  surface  is  wholly  concealed  by  the 
huge  leaves  of  the  Victoria  Regialily  ;  each 
bank  is  clothed  with  the  greenest  of  grass, 
and  from  each  there  springs,  over-arching 
the  gigantic  lilies,  an  avenue  of  dowering 
trees.  A  well-laid  roadway  stretches  away 
on  either  side  of  the  canal,  and  the  picture 
is  filled  in  right  and  left  by  detached  houses 
of  various  styles,  all  built  to  give  shade  and 
comfort  combined,  each  half  hidden  in  a 
well  ordered  wilderness  of  palms,  guara, 
and  bread-truit  trees,  paw-paws,  and  a  host 
of  others  bewildering  to  the  newcomer  ; 
while    above   all    towers    a    kingly    palm, 
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straight  as  an  arrow,  and  liranchies 
or  ioo  feet  to  where  iis  ciown  tif 
cvimniences.  Tho  Cliinrst:  and  f<>rci«n 
quarter,  lying  south  nf  the  city,  will  also 
interest  the  stranger,  fir  time  ine  crowd  U 
most  motley,  The  Portuguese,  who  form 
a  large  item  of  the.  European  population, 
of  course  wear  no  distinguishing  costume  ; 
but  there  is  the  little  Fast  Indian  coolie, 
with  his  lustrous-eyed,  picturesquely  be- 
dizened male  ;  the  Chinaman  in  Im'silken 
dress;  the  sable  powerfully-built  West  In- 
dian negro  ;  whilst  here  and  there  a  straight- 
haired  Indian  of  Guiana  may  he  seen. 
English  and  Germans,  in  cum]  whin:  suits, 
complete  the  mhe-en-uine.  The  market  is 
one  of  the  finest,  and  by  far  the  most  inter- 
esting in  the  West  Indies,  ranking  with 
those  to  be  found  in  Yokohama,  Bombay, 
and,    in     a    less  civilized  form,    in  tropical 
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Africa. 

The  ('iic  fault  of  British  Guiana  at  first 
sight  is  its  flatness— no  country  could  excel 
it  in  this  respect—and  a  journey  of  some 
twenty  miles  10  Mahaica  on  Guiana's  only 
railway  will  best  illustrate  this  to  the  visi- 
tor. There  is  no  bridge  along  the  entire 
length,  and,  consequently,  double  decked 
cars  are  in  use,  A  riew  of  the  coolies'  resi- 
dences and  of  sugar  plantations  is  afforded, 
Inn  thanks  to  tlie  disinterested  efforts  of 
British  legislators  to  favor  and  further  the 
interests  of  the  fatherland— and  the  Con- 
tinent generally— beet  sugar  has  taken  the 
place  ol  the  produce  vf  our  own  colonies, 
and  the  weird  productions,  in  the  shape  of 
wines  and  spirits  (?)  which  emanate  from 
Hamburg  have  ousted  colonial  rum  for  the 
most  part.  And  so  the  finding  of  gold  and 
establishing  means  of  duly  and  properly 
working  the  same  may  yet  cause  the  some- 
what fallen  fortune  of  the  colony  to  rise 
again.  Rapid  rivers,  broken  here  and  there 
by  cataracts,  rushing  through  primeval  for- 
est, arc  lor  the  most  pan  the  chief  highway 
to  the  El  Dorado  of  the  present.  So,  much 
in  the  way  of  easy  transport  iias  yet  to  be 
developed  ;  but  the  labcr  bureau,  and  the 
general  working  of  the  system  under  which 
men  (principally  from  Barbadoes)  are  hired 
and  cared  for  generally,  leaves  little  to  be 
desired. 

Regular  troops  have  long  since  been 
withdrawn  from  the  colony,  and  a  small 
force  of  militia  is  the  nnly  safeguard  against 
a  sudden  surprise.  The  mouth  of  die  De- 
merara  river  is  not  defended  by  artillerv, 
consequently  the  most  obsolete  of  war  craft 
could  play  havoc  with  Georgetown  in  a 
few  hours. 
And  no 
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the  capital    of  Venezuela, 
or,    first   of    all,    its    sea-port,  La  Guayra! 
From    Georgetown    we  may  get  a  steamer 
direct  to  Port  of  Spain,  Trinidad  ;  or,    fail- 
ing that,  return  to  Barbadoes.    and    thence 
passing  within  what  Kingslev  in  iiis  Stirling 
romance  of  "Westward  Ho  1"    has    happily 
named,  in  regard    to  bygone   days,    "that 
fairy    ring  of    islands    wherein    Nature  has 
concentrated  all  her  beauty  and  man  all  his 
?in."     We  follow  in  die  track    of  his  hero. 
Amy.is    Leigh,     by    way    of    St.     Vincent', 
Grenada,  and  the  Grenadines,  not  in  such 
cockle   shells    as  men   adventured  in  thosi 
days,  hut  by  the  Royal    .Mail  as  heretofore. 
Tiie    mmning    of   the    Wednesday  (we  left 
Barbadoes  on    Monday   evening]    sees    us 
through  the    Bocas— the    Dragon's   mouth 
that  guards  the  entrance  to  the  roadstead  of 
Port  of  Spain    and    when    landed    we    will 
pause  awhile,  not    to   describe  die  beauties 
of  the  second  largest  island  of  out  West  In- 
dian p>  s-e-s  ons,  for  that  would  tike  pages,  I 
but  presuming  thai  we   have    been    resident 
there  over  so  short  a  period,  we  have  tu  pro- 
vide ourselves  with  a  passport,  for  Tiinidad, 
at  one  time  pan  of  the  mainland,  but  severed 
therefrom  in  course  of  yges   by  the  volume 
of  watei  from  the  mighty  Orinoco,   ls,  after 
the  fashion  set  by  frequenters— in    cases    o 
necessity— ol    peifide   Albion.    during  any 
little  excitement  in  Venezuela  in 
of  a  revolution  or  other   transien 
a  welcome  sancluarv. 

Leaving  on  the  Wednesday  evening  we 
call  at  Tobago,  a  pretty  but  not  i>o  wealthy 
little  island,  and  thence  towards  Li  Guay- 
ra. On  Friday  we  pass  Magais-a,  ihe  fam- 
ous island  va~  pearl-,  behind  which  he-  (  um- 
ana.  an  important  port  of  Venezuela.  Pass- 
ing the  low-lying  islet  of  Tortuga,  where 
Raleigh  ' 'catch ed  great  turtles,"  at  sunrise 
on  the  Saturday  we  sight  afar  off  mountains 
that  tower  some  10,000  feet  almost  abrupt- 
ly from  the  surf  of  the  waters  of  the  Span- 
ish Main.  La  Guayra  next  appear-,  a  mere 
dnhaful  of  houses  perched  on  terraces  al- 
most scraped  out  of  the  mountain  side.     A 
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small  breakwater  which  protects  an  equally 
insignificant  harbor  from  the  sea  may  con- 
tain a  few  steamers,  but  our  gaze  is  fixed 
upon  the  Venezuelan  navy,  its  flagship  cer- 
tainly, if  inn  the  only  representative  of  its 
maritime  force.  It  resemble)  a  Thames 
pleasure  steamer  rather  more  than  the  de- 
fender of  a  great  republic,  but  any  short- 
coming in  what  might  be  termed  a  some- 
what unbusinesslike  warship  are  amply 
atoned  by  a  huge  flag,  the  proud  emblem 
of  Venezuelan  suzerainty,  flaunting  many 
and  gorgeous  colors.  As  so  awkward  a 
question  as  that  of  frontier  delimitation  is 
pending  we  are  unable  to  ascertain  the 
strength  of  lief  armament  and  crew, 

So  much  fur  the  defender  of  the  harbors 
of  Venezuela  ;  but  an  advance  upon  the 
capital  of  the  republic  (Caracas)  would  be, 
as  Mr.  Kipling  says,  another  story.  High 
up  among  the  mountains  as  the  summit  of 
Snowdon  is  from  the  sea  level,  it  is  from 
I  La  Guayra  only  seven  miles  "as  the  crow 
flies,"  but  more  than  three  limes  that  dis- 
i  tance  has  to  be  covered  by  road  or  rail  be- 
fore the  capital  can  be  reached,  through 
mountain  gorges  which  are  simply  indes- 
cribable in  iheir  grandeur.  The  railway, 
which  tried  the  pockets  of  many  very  se- 
verely, is  now  owned  by  an  English  com- 
pany, and  may  be  justly  described  as  one  of 
the  railway  wonders,  if  not  actually  one  of 
the  wonders  of  the  world.  Winding  like 
some  huge  snake,  breathing  fire  and  smoke 
like  the  fabled  dragons  of  old,  the  train 
seems  almost  lo  cling  to  the  sides  of  the 
precipices  by  which  alone  it  can  reach  its 
goal.  Here  some  magnificent  view  is  open- 
ed out  ;  there  we  are  shut  in  until  it  is  a 
puzzle  where  we  come  out  of  the  maze.  Far 
down  below  we  see,  zigzagging  around  a 
hill,  the  rails  by  which  we  crept  up  to  the 
dizzy  height  we  occupy,  and  going  on  to 
the  platform  of  one  of  the  two  cars  and 
leaning  over,  holding  fast  by  the  iron  sup- 
pott,  it  would  be  possible  to  drop  a  fair 
sizeii  stone  which  would  not  rest  save  in  the 
valley  2,000  feet  below. 

But  Caracas  is  reached    at    last,    the    23 
miles  taking  some  two  hours  or  more,  and 
a  busy  modern  station  giving   on    to   wide 
streets,  takes  one  back   to  Spain,    for   we 
have   exchanged    in  a  few  short  hours  the 
tropics  for  a  semi-tropical  climate — for  peo- 
ple  clad    in    the  garb  of  civilised  Europe, 
fine   streets,   squares   with  handsome  cafes 
opening  thereupon,  and  a  plaza,    or  place, 
which  would  he  a  credit  to  any  Continenta 
city  ;  and    here    on  Sundays' and  holidays 
the  military  band   of  some  sixty  performers 
transports  one  perforce  to  well-remembered 
scenes    in    fashionable    Continental    cities. 
Here  in  the   evening  one  sees  the  youthful 
Romeos  of  Caracas  at  the  barred  windows, 
behind    which    sit    their  respective  Juliets, 
while  now  and  again  the  tinkling  of  a  man- 
doline   within     betokens     some    accepted 
suitor    holding  sweet  converse   in  presence 
of  the  inevitable  duena,    for   none   but   ac- 
cepted  suitors  can  enter  ihe  house  of  their 
beloved    ones;  their  preliminary    training, 
so   to  speak,  must  take  place  from  without, 
Equipages— well    horsed,       well     mounted 
riders,  men  well  groomed   as  in    Piccadilly 
—ladies  here  wearing  the  becoming  man- 
tilla and    black  dress  of   old  Spain,  there 
decked  out  in  latest   Paris    modes,    all   be- 
token wealth  and    civilisation    of  its    kind 
hardly  to  be  expected  by  a    visitor   to  this 
tropical  copy  of  a  Continental  city.     Look- 
ing southward  is  an  undulating  plain,  while 
on  either  hand  there  rise  mountains  clad  in 
greenery  to  the  summits,  yet  another  3,000 
or  4.003  feet  above  this  mountain  city. 

Notice  has  been  taken  of  the  Venezuelan 
navy.  A  few  words  about  the  army  would 
not  be  out  of  place.  Those  who  have  seen 
the  armies  of  such  Central  American  repub- 
lics as  C^sta  Rica,  San  Salvador,  and 
Guatemala  have,  perchance,  not  been  too 
favorably  impressed  thereby,  The  Venez- 
uelan army  is  perhaps  superior  thereto,  but 
not  to  an  extravagant  degree.  The  disci- 
pline is  lax  in  the  extreme,  while  the  officers 
present  a  somewhat  bizarre  appearance,  as 
owing  probably  to  the  initial  Outlay  for  a 
full  uniform  being  too  great— it  is  some- 
what gorgeous,  and  resembles  the  full  dress 
of  a  Belgian  infantry  officer— they  com- 
mence with  a  snako,  by  degrees  a  pair  of 
trousers  are  obtained,  and  so  it  takes  a  con- 
siderable time  before  the  full  kit  is  arrived 
at.  A  uniform  does  not  necessarily  mark 
or  make  a  soldier,  but  the  army  of  Venez- 
uela will  require  to  be  considerably  im- 
proved before  it  can  meet  a  handful  of  Euro- 
pean troops  in  die  field.

Lngrin, 
in  &\*  Herald  ol  Sunday,  January  26,  on 
Guiana's  boundary  a  celllury  afro,  the 
writer  gives  a  quotation  from  a  manuscript 
history  of  Guiana,  which  he  says  is  in  his 
possession,  and  adds  that  a  reference  in  the 
quotation  "to  the  map  sent  by  the  Spanish 
government  to  D'Anville,  the  French 
geographer,  on  which  the  lines  of  Dutch 
Guiana  are  laid  down  in  accordance  with  a 
description  given  herein,  seems  to  be  im- 
portant, and  the  map,  if  it  could  be  round, 
would  be  almost  conclusive  evidence." 

The  quotation  from  the  manuscript  which 
he    gives  says  nothing    about   any    map. 
The  words  of  the  quotation  are  as  follows  : 
—"With  respect  to  the  Dutch  line,  it  ap- 
pears    by     ceitain     authentic    documents 
transmitted  by   the  Court  ofSpain  to  M. 
D'Anville,  Geographer  and  Engineer  to  the 
King  of  France,  in  which  there  is  a  distinct 
and  full  description  ol  the  Dutch  territories, 
wherein  the  line  extends  to  the   westward 
of  Lake  Amacou,  making  a  distinct  curve 
for  the  Lake   of  Paritna  and  then  running 
up  to  the  Rio  Negro,  according  to  the  dot- 
ted line  on  the  general  map  of  Guiana.         . 
It  does  not  follow  from  the  statement 
that    certain    authentic    documents    were 
transmitted  by  the  court  of  Spain  to  D  An- 
ville  •  that  one  of  these  documents  was  a 
map  of  Dutch  Guiana,  with  allotted  line 
showing  the    boundaries  of  that    colony. 
There  may  have  been   a  map,    but  this  is 
not  necessarily    inferrible   from   the  state- 
ment.    It  does  not  appeal  from  the  quota- 
tion when  these  documents  were  sent  from 
Spain    to   the    French  geographer,   but  in 
D'Anville's  atlas  of  r?52  *ere  ,s  a  maP  °f 
the  northern  part  ol  South  American!  which 
the  boundaries  of  Dutch  and  French  Guiana 
are  strictly  marked  by  colored   lines,  and 
the  boundaries  of  Dutch  Guiana,  as  therein 
laid  down,  are  in  accordance  with  the  state- 
ment made  by  the  writer  of  the  manuscript 
in    Mr     Lugrin's   possession.     Tins    map 
may  have  been   made  by  D'Anville,   from 
documents    transmitted    to    hnn    by    the 
Spanish  court,  as  the  manuscript  states.     In 
this  map,  Lake  Amacou  (or  Amucu,  as  the 
map   has   it),   lies  south   of  the   southern 
boundary  and  east  of  the  western  boundary 
of  Dutch   Guiana,    as  laid  down,   and   the 
curved  line  referred  to  in  the  manuscript  is 
drawn  from  the  point  of  junction   of  the 
southern  and   western  boundaries  passing 
Lake  Farima  (a  lake  then  believed  in,  but 
which   does  not  exist),    and  then,    as  the 
writer  of  the  manuscript  states,  is  carried  to 
the  Rio  Negro,   a  branch  of  the  Amazon, 
and  continued  to  the  Amazon  itself. 

This  map  of  D'Anville,  of  1752,  has  this 
cartographical  importance,  that  it  represents 
the  territory  now  in  dispute  as  then  belong- 
ing to  the  Dutch. 

In  my  article  on  this  controversy  in  the 
Herald  of  January  19,  I  did  not  refer  to 
D'Anville's  map,  because  my  space  was  too 
limited  10  include  all  the  cartographical 
evidence  from  the  middle  of  the  last  century 
to  the  period  of  the  cession  of  Guiana  by 
the  Dutch  to  the  English  in  1814,  content- 
ing myself  with  the  general  statement  that 
all  the  cartographical  evidence  during  this 
period  of  about  forty  years,  so  far  as  I  had 
been  able  to  ascertain,  warranted  the  state- 
ment that  the  now  disputed  territory  was 
then  generally  recognized  by  cartographers 
as  belonging  to  the  Dutch. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  give 
some  additional  important  information  upon 
the  matter  in  dispute.  There  is  a  large 
map  in  six  sheets,  of  the  coast  of  Guiana 
and  the  inteiior,  from  the  observations  of 
Captain  Edward  Thompson,  made  in  the 
year  1781  and  published  in  London  in 
1783  This  map  is  called  a  "gep-hydro- 
graphic  survey  of  the  coast  ol  Guiana  and 
the  interior  parts,  as  far  as  they  have  been 
explored  by  the  French  and  the  Dutch. 
This  is  the  best  map  of  the  coast'of  Guiana 
and  of  the  interior,  so  far  as  then  explored, 
that  I  know  of,  and  a  copy  of  it  is  111  the 
library  of  the  New  York  Historical  Society. 
The  importance  ol  this  map  is  that  it  gives 
the  exact  extent  of  the  territory  claimed  by 
the  Dutch  west  of  the  Essequibo,  and  all 
the  posts,  settlements  and  forts  that  I  have 
previously  mentioned.  It  shows  the  point 
Barima  at  the  mouth  of  the  Orinoco, 
which,  it  states,  is  the  "Cape  Breme '  of 
the  Dutch,  and  then  gives,  under  the  name 
of  the  River  Barima,  which  flows  into  the 
sea  at  the  mouth  of  the  Orinoco  these 
words:  — "Western  boundary  of  the  Dutch, 
according  to  their  claim.'' 


The  Captain  Thompson,  from  whose  ob- 
servations in  1781  this  map  was  made  was 
at  that  time  a  naval  commander  under  Lord 
Rodney,  and  took  possession  of  the  mouths 
of  the  three  livers  of  Dutch  Guiana  running 
into  the  sea,  the  I'oumaron,  the  Essequibo 
and  the  Demerara,  in  order  to  cut  oil  any 
possible  assistance  by  the  Dutch  to  the 
American  colonies,  then  struggling  lor 
independence,  owing  to  his  belief  that  the 
Dutch  traders  Irom  these  settlements  fur- 
nished supplies  10  the  Americans.  This 
does  not  diminish  the  value  of  this  map,  so 
carefully  prepared  and  so  superior  to  any 
that  preceded  it,  for  the  possession  of  the 
mouths  of  these  rivers  was  but  temporary, 
since  die  English  did  not  take  full  possession 
of  the  Dutch  colony  by  conquest  until 
fifteen  years  afterward. 

Another  map,  also  in  the  library  of  the 
New  York  Historical  Society,  of  the  Dutch 
settlements  in  Surinam,  Demerara,  Esse- 
quibo and  Berbice,  by  J.  Bew,  was  publish- 
ed in  London  in  the  year  when  Captain 
Thompson  made  the  observations  Irom 
which  the  former  map  was  compiled— that 
is  in  1781.  This  map  is  said  to  have  been 
compiled  from  a  French  original,  the  name 
of  which  is  not  given.  It  is  of  equal  im- 
portance with  that  of  Captain  Thompson,  as 
it  gives  by  a  carefully  dotted  line  the 
western  boundary  of  Dutch  Guiana,  as  the 
,-iver  Amacura,  a  river  (lowing  from  the 
south  into  the  sea  at  the  mouth  of  the  Ori- 
It  thus  represents  the  now  disputed 


In   niv   former   paper  1  slated  that  tve 
Spaniards  never  settled  in  any  part  Of  the 
now  disputed  territory  other  than  that  close 
to  the   eastern  bank   of  the  Orinoco.     As  | 
confirmatory  of  this  statement  and  the  evi- 
dence ol  the  maps  above  mentioned,  1  may- 
refer  to  a  recent  history  of   British  Guiana 
from  1688  to  iSTit.by  J.  Rodway,  published 
throe  years  ago  at  Georgetown,  Demerara, 
because  it  contains  what  1  regard  as  a  care- 
fully  prepared   and  reliable  account  ol  the 
Dutch  settlements  west  ol    the   Essequibo, 
and  explains  why  the  Spaniards  never  suc- 
ceeded in  effecting  any  settlements  In  the 
disputed  territory,  while  the  Dutch  did  suc- 
ceed in  making  them.     He  says  that   lie 
Caribs  were  the  most  powerhll  of  all    tile 
tribes   of   tropical    America   and    abhorred 
the  very  name  of  the  Spaniards.     He  says 
that  in  every  attempt  the  Spaniards  made  to 
enter  Guiana    thev  were  driven   away,  and 
that  for  nearly  a  century   the  country  was 
prcseived  to  the  natives  intact ;    that  when 
the  Dutch  came  they  proclaimed  themselves 
enemies  of  Spain,   and    were   permitted  by 
the  Caribs  to  make  small  settlements,  anil, 
as  the  trade  with  the  natives  became  more 
extensive     they  were  allowed   lo  establish 
posts  in  the  inteiior  ;  that  the  whole  coun- 
try   from   the  Orinoco   to   the    Kssequibo, 
while  effectually    closed    to  the    Spaniards, 
was  open    to  the    Dutch  ;     that   while    a 
Spaniard   at  that  period  could  not  travel  in 
that  part  of    Guiana,    the    Dutchmen,    o  i 
the   other    hand,   were    free   ol    the  whole 


territory  as  belonging  to  the  Dutch,  and  is 
in  accordance,  therefore,  with  a  map  found 
in  the  atlas  of  the  French  geographer 
Sanson  (dated  1660).  This  is  called  a  map 
of  "Amerique  Meridionale,'  and  represents 
Caribana  as  divided  by  a  dotted  line  from 
the  Spanish  territory  of  New  Andalusia  east 
ot  the  Orinoco,  and  entirely  separated,  there- 
fore, from  Caribana. 

Another  important  map  ol  South  America 
is  that  by  Thomas  Sayres,  published  in 
London  in  1789  (seven  years  before  the 
conquest  of  Dutch  Guiana).  Ihis  gives 
the  exact  boundaries  of  Dutch  Guiana  by 
colored  lines,  showing  that  the  whole  of  the 
now  disputed  territory  irom  the  mouth  ol 
the  Amacura  (already  mentioned  as  the 
river  (lowing  into  the  sea  at  the  month  ot 
the  Oiinoco)  to  the  mouth  of  the  Essequibo, 
was  then  Dutch  territory,  and  gives  also 
the  names  of  the  settlements  before  referred 
to,  and  shows  the  Maroni  River  separating 
Dutch  Guiana  from  French  Guiana. 

Other  important  confirmations  of  the 
western  extent  ol  the  Dutch  territory  are 
found  in  the  work  of  Alcedo,  the  eminent 
Spanish  historian  and  geographer,  referred  to 
in  my  previous  article.  As  in  that  article, 
I  now  make  the  references  10  G.  A.  Thomp- 
son's English  translation,  concerning  which 
it  should  be  said  that  while  it  gives  sub- 
stantially the  sense  of  the  original,  the 
translator  was  a  poor  scholar,  and  has  very 
frequently  misunderstood  and  even  omitted 
essential  statements  of  the  Spanish  writer. 
In  volume  4  of  the  English  translation,  page 
3C7,  is  the  following: — 

"Muruaci,  a  small  river  of  the  province 
and  colony  of  Surinam,  or  part  of  Guayana, 
possessed  by  the  Dutch.  It  joins  various 
others  and  enters  the  Cuyuii  |CuyuniJby 
the  s.  side." 

This  river  as  appears  from  Coclazzt  s  map 
0|  Colombia,  (lows  into  the  Cuyuni,  of 
which  it  is  an  affluent,  on  the  south  side, 
more  than  two  degrees  ol  longitude,  or  150 
miles,  to  the  west  of  the  Essequibo. 

In  volume  4  of  the  English  translation, 
page  216,  the  River  Poumaron  is  desenb- 

6  '"Poumaron,  a  river  of  the  province  of 
Guavana,  in  the  part  called  Dutch  Guayana. 
It  rises  in  the  serrania  of  Imataca  runs  n. 
e.  and  enters  the  sea  107  miles  from  tie 
mouth  Grande  or  De  Hanoi.  Navios  of  he 
Orinoco.  It  is  the  boundary  of  Dutch 
Guayana."  *  *  * 

The  original  text  reads  as  follows  :— 
"Poumaron,  Rio  de  la  Provincia  de  la 
Guayana  en  la  parte  que  poseen  los  Helen- 
deses,  nace  en  la  serrania  de  Imataca  corre 
„1  N  E  y  desemboca  al  mar  25  leguas 
distante  de  la  boca  grande  o  de  Navios  de 
Orinoco  :  es  le  terraino  occidental  de  las 
posesiones  de  los  Holandes.es.'    »' 

The  correct  rendering  is  as  lollows:— 
■'Poumaron,  a  liver  of  .he  province  of 
Guiana  in  the  pa,  t  which  the  Dutch  pos- 
sess It  rises  in  the  range  of  Imataca,  111ns 
'to  the  northeast  and  empties  mtevthe  sea 
twenty-five  leagues  distant  Iron,  the  great, 
or  ship,  mouth  of  the  Orinoco.  It  is  he 
western  limit  of  the  possessions  of  the 
Dutch      *  *  * 


°As  a  further  confirmation  of  these  state- 
ments   from  a  disinterested  source,    I    will 
call    attention      10    an    extract    from    the 
"Travels    in   South    America    Dining  the 
Years  1S01-2-3  and  4.  by  V.  Depons,  Late 
,Wnt  ol  the  French  Government  al  Carac- 
as,    Translated  from  the  French.  2  vols. 
London,  1S07." 
II.  Depons  says,  volume  2,  page  355:— 
"It  is   in  fact,  certain  that  Spanish  Gui-

All  this  shows  that  the  Spaniards  novel 
acquired  any  of  the  disputed  territory  be- 
cause they  could  not.

We  are  aware  that   the  executive   is 
powerless  to  a  great  extent  to  remedy  the 
evil     but  it  can  surely   interpret  all   doubts 
01,  the  side  of  moderation,  as  the  minister 
ot  finance  lias  so  frequently  done,   it  can 
repress   the  unjust  exactions  of  mercenary 
orhcials,  and  it  can  prepare  an  urgent  re- 
commendation to    congress    for    the    im- 
mediate repeal  of  the  more   burdensome 
taxes  of  the  last  budget  law  and  for  the  -just 
equalization,  of  the  whole  tariff.    More  than 
this,  the  minister  should  not  fail  to  recom-

In  doing  i|,is  they  de- 
clared themselves  opposed   to   conspiracy 
and  violence,  their  motives  were  legitimate 
and  their  methods  would  be   peaceful    and 
regular.      Ihey  did  nothing  secretly   noth- 
ing   irregularly,,  nothing   illegally.      They 
organized  like  any  other  citizens  might  do 
m  forming  a  new  party.     So  far  as   we  are 
informed    nothing   beyond    this  has  been 
done.    A  score  or  two  of  prominent  men 
always  known  as  monarchists,  have  identi- 
fied  themselves   with    the  movement,  and 
some    scores,    perhaps   hundreds,   of  men 
have  expressed  their  approval.

— The  violence  of  tiic  fever  epidemic  in  Cam- 
pinas  is  shown  by  the  following  returns  of  the  iso- 
lated  hospital  for  the  9  day*  ending  the  17th  inst,  1 
under  treatment  on  the  8tb  14,  admitted  (hiring  9 
days  40,  discharged  cured  7,  died  29,  remaini  ng 
under  treatment  iS.  Tin's  showa  a  death  rale  of 
nearly  54  per  cent. 

— A  Stio  Paulo  telegram  of  yesterday's  date 
published  in  the  Jar  Hal  do  Brazil  this  morning 
says  that  on  Sunday  there  were  600  cases  of  yellow- 
fever  in  Campinas  !  We  are  inclined  to  think  that 
there  is  either  some  exaggeration  or  error  in  this 
report,  as  600  cases  in  a  town  of  the  size  of  Cam- 
pinas means  a  most  calamitous  epidemic. 

—In  S.  Faulo  on  the  25th  inst.,  at  5  o'clock  a. 
m.,  13  prisoners  made  their  escape  from  the  casa 
de  correccao.  They  were  pursued  by  the  police, 
which  overlook  them  at  the  custom-house.  A 
fight  ensued  and  some  of  the  fugitives  were 
captured,  but  again  succeeded  in  effecting  ihrir 
escape.  Several  persons  were  wounded  in  the 
melee, 

— In  Pernambuc 0  the  partido  rep  ublicnno  feder.il 
varies  a  little  its  usual  programme  of  promoting  an 
exchange  of  places  between  governors  and  sena- 
tors. In  this  instance  CorreYi  de  Aran  jo  succeeds 
Barbosa  Lima  in  the  governorship,  Rosa  e  Silva 
takes  Conea  de  Araujo  s  place  in  the  federal  senate 
and  Barbosa  Lima  takes  Rosa  e  Sdva's  sent  in  the 
chamber  of  deputies 

— According  to  the  count  oi  the  Diar'u  da  Bahia, 
in  ihe  recent  election  for  municipal  intendant 
Freire  de  Carvalho  received  2,833  v0,es  "»d  Paula 
GllimatSes  2,791.  According  to  the  count  of  the 
Cotreio  de  Noticias,  the  vole  stood  as  follows:  — 
Paula  Guimarae.%  2,876;  Freire  de  Carvalho, 
2,846.  As  Paula  Guimarfl.es  wan  ihe  candidate  of 
the  governor's  party,  the  latter  count  will  probably 
be  adopted. 

— In  Sao  Paulo  there  is  an  impression  that  the 
Pali  is  using  the  military  pronunciamento  to 
"boom"  the  presidential  aspirations  of  "General" 
Ouintino  Bocayuva.  And  it  is  said,  moreover, 
that  the  Paulisias  aie  not  at  all  disposed  to  famish 
gas  with  which  to  inflate  Quintino's  balloon.  The 
little  "general"  can  mount  his  penholder  and  enter 
the  campaign  lor  the  presidency  if  he  wishes,  but 
he  can  not  count  upon  Sao  Paulo  to  back  him. 

— A  local  paper  at  Americo  Brasiliense,  Sao 
Paulo,  relates  that  a  poor  man,  a  foreigner,  took 
passage  on  train  at  Jaboticabal  a  few  days  ago  for 
that  station.  He  was  very  ill,  showing  all  the 
symptoms  of  yellow-fever.  On  arriving  at  Americo 
Brasiliense  the  station-master  would  not  f 'low  him 
to  stop,  but  sent  him  on  to  Araraquara.  At  the 
last  named  place  the  sanitary  officios  took  charge 
of  him,  saying  that  he  could  not  have  lived  lo 
reach  the  next  station . 

—The  monarchist  students  of  Sao  Paulo  have 
published  a  protest  against  the  recent  pronuncia- 
mento  of  the  armed  classes,  and  particularly  against 
the  assertion  of  one  of  the  officers  that  they  should 
"use  every  means,  within  and  outside  ihe  law, 
against  the  monarchists."  The  students  advise 
these  pugnacious  soldiers  that  it  would  be  better 
for  them  to  oppose  the  invasion  of  their  territory 
by  the  English  and  French,  than  to  threaten  the 
unarmed  classes  from  within  the  safe  shelter  of 
their  club. 


RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL. 

The  opposition  papers  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul 
severely  criticise  the  motion  voted  on  the  21st  inst. 
at  the  military  club  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  contending 
that  the  army  has  no  right  to  discuss  politics.  The 
Artiste  says  that  the  prospects  of  the  republic  are 
gloomy  indeed  if  it  is  defended  only  by  speeches 
and  motions.  The  danger  ia  the  repuhlic,  it  adds, 
comes  not  from  the  monarchists,  but  from  the  dis- 
solution of  the  army  through  lack  of  discipline  and 
from  the  apprehensions  of  civilians  dominated  by 
the  fear  inspired  by  the  military  class. 

The  answer  of  Gen.  Cantuaria,  commander  of 
the  military  district  to  the  club  at  Rio  de  Janeiro 
is  evidently  not  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  jacobins. 
The  army,  says  that  general,  which  conquered  for 
the  nation  the  republican  form  of  government,  will 
certainly  never  permit  republican  institutions  to 
be  overthrown;  but  it  will  always  act  in  accord 
with  the  legal  government,  to  which,  in  confor- 
mity with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution,  it  owes 
obedience, 

Lieut.-Col.  Araripe,  commander  of  the  garrison 
of  Rio  Grande,  says  that  the  troops  under  his 
command  are  always  at  the  orders  of  the  govern- 
ment for  suppressing  attempts  at  restoration  and 
all  other  subversive  movements. 

Col.  Carlos  Telles  says  the  garrison  of  Bage", 
under  his  command,  although  attaching  little  im- 
portance to  the  monarchist  propaganda,  responds 
nevertheless  to  the  appeal  of  the  club,  which  it 
promises  to  support  in  its  resistance  to  monarchy. 

The  answer  of  Col.  Araripe  is  considered  so 
unsatisfactory  by  the  Castilhistas  that  they  are 
plotting  for  the  transfer  of  the  26lh  battalion  to 
Rio  Grande,  so  that  Sampaio  may  take  command 
of  the  garrison  of  this  place. 

Marshal  Isidoro  Fernandes,  Col.  Fortuna,  pre- 
sident of  the  military  club  at  Porto  Alegre,  Col. 
Tupy,  commander  of  the  30th  battalion    stationed 


at  Saiva  Maria,  and  some  other  officers  of  inferior 
link,  all  promise  support  to  the  resolutions 
embodied  in  the  motion  voted  on  the  21st. 

The  execution  of  ihe  new  law  on  the  jury  is 
encountering  difficulties.  This  law,  our  readers 
will  remember,  reduces  the  number  of  jurymen  to 
five  and  requires  the  discussion  among  the  jurors 
for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a  verdict  to  be  held 
in  open  court.  At  a  trial  in  the  city  of  Rio 
Grande  on  the  38th  inst.,  Judge  Alcides  Lima 
refused  to  permit  this,  declaring  that  the  law  is 
unconstitutional.  The  action  of  thQjjudge  is  said  to 
have  caused  a  good  impression  in  the  court-room 
and  it1  is  believed  that  he  will  have  the  earnest 
sympathy  and  support  of  the  people  in  the  strug- 
gle with  Julio  de  Castilhos  which  will  doubtless 
result  from  his  decision. 

Although  there  is  apparently  little  hope  of  ever 
freeing  the  people  oi  Rio  Grande  from  the  domin- 
ation of  Castilhos  by  peaceful  means,  the  political 
parties  in  the  stale  are  said  to  be  organising.  At 
Cangussii  the  federalists  have  chosen  a  general 
executive  commitee  and  several  local  committees. 
The  autonomist  (llomerista)  party  is  very  active 
and  will,  it  is  said,  present  candidates  at  the  mun- 
icipal elections  to  lie  held  at  UruRuavana  and 
Taquary.  This  party  has  recently  been  joined  by 
Dr.  Domingos  Rocha,  prosecuting  attorney  at  Rio 
Grande.  It  is  stated  that  Dr.  Assis  Brazil  on  his 
arrival  in  May  will  formally  assume  the  control  ol 
the  parly. 

Jtllio  de  Castilhos  has  dismissed  the  district 
judge  at  Toguarao.  The  dismissal  is  considered 
illegal  and  the  question  will  he  carried  before  the 
courts. 

It  is  stated  that  Col.  Thomas  FloreS  has  dis- 
covered arms  and  ammunition  that  were  hidden 
■y  the  irregular  government  troops  when  their 
disbandment  was  ordered.  There  is  said  to  be 
much  more  of  this  war  material  concealed  in  various 
paits  of  the  stale, 

Lieut.  Manoel    Rutilio   Araujo  is  to  be  tried  by 
court  martial  for  a  shortage    in   the  military  chest. 
Col.  Celeslino  de   Caslro,    for  reasons    that  are 
nr>t  staled,  insists  on  resigning  the   office  of  com- 
mander of  the  military  schol. 

Dr.  Almeida  Pires,  who  sometime  ago  treach- 
erously attacked  and  wounded  the  federalist 
Affonso  Nunes,  has  been  indicted. 

On  account  of  the  appointment  of  Werneck  as 
intendant  of  Rio  Grande,  the  Rio  Grande  do  Sul 
has  come  out  in  opposition  to  Castilhos. 

A  telegram  of  the  29th  mentions  that  Gen. 
Cantuaria,  commander  of  the  district,  has  tendered 
bis  resignation. 

Joao  Francisco  has  expressed  his  approval  of 
the  motion  voted  on  the  21st  inst.  at  the  military 
club. 

Tl\e  Echo  do  Sul  says  that  in  Ihe  military 
prison  at  Bage  there  are  six  prisoners  who  have 
been  there  fiir  nearly  20  mouths  without  trial. 
These  unfortunate  persons  are  ill-treated  not  only 
by  their  custodians,  but  also  by  the  military  pri- 
soners . 


Railroad    Notes 


—The  steamer  WodsvHtrlh,  which  recently  ar- 
rived, from  New  York,  brought  6  Baldwin  loco- 
motives for  the  Central  railway. 

— The  total  length  of  llie  lines  of  the  Sapucahy 
railway  now  in  operation  is  410  kilometres,  of 
which  1S2  have  been  constructed  since  1892.  On 
these  lines  there  are  28  stations. 

-■The  state  government  ol  Espirito  Santo  has 
loaned  6oo,oco$  to  the  Com  panhia  Estrada  de 
Ferro  de  Itabapoana  ao  Calcado  and  the  same  sum 
lo  the  Com  pan  liia  Estrada  de  Ferro  de  S.  Mnlheus 
a  Aymores.  The  contract  with  the  former  com- 
pany was  signed  on  the  27th  inst, 

— On  Friday  one  of  the  evening  papers- published 
an  abstract  of  the  new  regulations  of  the  Central 
railway.  The  newsboys  offered  the  paper  for  sale 
wilh  the  cry  of  "Grande  desastre  tut  estradadc 
ferro,''''  It  is  possible  thai  they  were  right  and 
that  the  new  regulations  are  really  disastrous, 

— On  the  22nd  insf.,  at  the  station  of  Parahyba 
do  Sul  on  the  Central  railway  a  drunken  man  fell 
from  the  platform  on  the  track  just  as  the  express 
train  was  approaching.  The  station-master  rushed 
to  the  man's  assistance  and  proceeded  to  drag  him 
from  Ihe  track  and  the  engine  driver  succeeded  in 
stopping  the  train  just  as  the  locomotive  reached 
the  two  men. 

— By  ihe  new  regulations  of  the  Central  railway 
ihe  following  salaries  will  be  paid  to  some  of  ihe 
officers  of  the  road ;  24,000$  per  annum  and 
5oo$ooo  for  expenses  to  the  director ;  1 5,c  )o$  per 
annum  and  I0$000  per  diem  for  travelling  expenses 
lo  each  of  the  four  sub  directors  ;  l2,coo$  per  an- 
num and  6$  per  diem  for  each  assistant;  9,600$ 
per  annum  (or  each  resident  engineer  and  6,000$ 
lor  his  assistant;  9,600$  for  ihe  intendant. 


Local  JSJotes 


-As  anticipated  the  appointment  of  a  jacobin  ad- 
julanl-general  has  forced  the  resignation  of  Col. 
Bellarmino  de  Mendonca,  the  assistant  to  Marshal 
Bittencourt. 

—Consul  Gustavo  de  Vasconcellos  has  been 
transferred  from  Cayenne  to  Salto  and  Dr.  Ignacio 
Jose  Alves  de  Souza  Junior  has  been  appointed 
consul  at  Cayenne. 

—Col.  Cavalcanti  evidently  does  not  believe  in  a 
government  founded  on  the  choice  of  the  people. 
He  asserts  that  there  is  no  government  lhat  is  not 
upheld  by  material  force. 

—On  Monday,  23rd  inst.,  the  minister   of  mar- 

ine  tendered  his  resignation,  which  on  Thursday 
al  the  earnest  request  of  the  President  he  reluc- 
tantly consented  10  withdraw. 

—On  Sunday  at  the  workshops  of  the  Empreza 
Industrial  de  Serrarias  a  Vapor  011  Rua  Senador 
Pompeu  one  of  the  walls  gave  way,  causing  the 
fall  of  a  considerable  part  of  the  building. 


—Col.  Thoniiu  Cavalcanti  thinks  that  the  pub- 
lic fails  to  understand  the  military  officer.  There 
is  evidently  a  misunderstanding  somewhere,  and 
of  course  it  is  possible  that  it  may  bo  mutual. 

—The  question  is  asked  :  What  is  the  fee  lor  a 
death  certificate  in  this  city  ?  We  give  it  up  !  In 
one  fretorii  the  fee  has  rtlnn  Torn  1^500  to  J$C30. 
Perhaps  the  tscrivfo  bases  the  fee  on  the  rale  of 
exchange. 

—Co],  Thomas  Cavalcanti  says  lhat  the  public 
forms  a  very  incorrect  idea  of  the  officers  of  the 
army.  Does  the  colonel  suppose  that  the  public 
believes  that  these  officers  do  not  wish  to  emtio) 
the  government  and  the  country? 

—  "Gen."  Quint ino  Bocayuva  in  a  speech  made 
at  n  meeting  of  jacobins  on  Wednesday  said  lhat 
he  deeply  regrets  the  tolerance  of  the  provisional 
government.  If  he  considers  the  decree  of  Dec. 
2,1.  1889,  a  proof  of  tolerance,  it  would  he  inter- 
esting to  learn  what  is  his  idea  of  intolerance. 

—Last  Thursday  night  Auctioneer  Pimento. 
Guimaraes  and  some  friends,  who  were  criticising 
at  the  Stadt  C'oblenz  the  motion  voted  at  ihe  mili- 
tary club,  were  assaulted  by  several  officers  of  ihe 
army.     The  police  is  investigating  ihe  matter. 

—It  is  stated  that  the  7th  battalion  of  infantry 
under  the  command  of  Moreira  Ceaar  is  to  be 
stationed  here.  Are  not  Eweiton  Quadros,  Leite 
de  Castro,  Jeronymo  Goncalve*,  ihe  yellow  fever 
and  Ihe  military  club  sufficient  calamities  for  one 
poor  city  ? 

—Gen.  Mallet,   who  succeeds  Gen.  ArgoHo  as 

qnarter-masier. genera'  of  the  army,  is  one  of  the 
officers  who  were  incarcerated  by  Marshal  Floriano 
Peixoto  in  a  convict  prison  dmiug  the  rei(jn  of  ter- 
ror. Since  his  release  he  has  been  very  quiet  and 
his  present  views  are  not  known  to  the  public. 

— During  the  week  since  our  last  report  there 
have  been  224  deaths  from  yellow-fever  reported, 
which  is  a  slight  increase  on  the  preceding  week. 
The  highest  number  reported  for  one  day  was  4S 
for  the  25th.  The  total  for  the  month  up  to  and 
including  the  29th  was  938,  or  an  average  of  32.3 
a  day. 

— Col.  Thomas  Cavalcanti  says  that  the  officers 
of  the  army  would  have  dispensed  with  the  motion 
they  voted  on  the  2lst  inst.  if  they  had  felt  certain 
that  the  public  knows  them  as  well  as  they  know 
each  other.  In  all  probability  the  public  knows 
them  as  well  as  they  know  themselves,  but  is 
afraid  to  say  so, 

—The  Paiz  says  that  the  military  people  would 
have  humiliated  themselves  if  in  their  motion  they 
had  simply  declared  their  solidarity  with  the  gov- 
ernment. On  this  point,  we  think,  there  is  room 
for  doubt  ;  but  there  can  certainly  be  no  doubt  as 
lo  what  the  government  did  when  it  declared  its 
solidarity  wilh  the  military  people. 

—The  Paiz  publishes  the  following  telegram 
from  Para: --"The  astonishing  attitude  of  the 
military  club  causes  a  serious  impression  here  and 
the  public  wishes  to  know  what  strong  motives  for 
this  the  illustrious  association  can  have."  The 
Pah  should  reply  that  a  monarchist  paper  was 
about  to  be  started  in  this  capital,  which  so  fright- 
ened ihe  army  lhat  a  pronunciamento  was  consid- 
ered necessary. 

—On  the  23rd  inst.,  when  the  janitor  of  the 
caixa  de  afciortisacao  locked  the  door  of  lhat  build- 
ing,  he  shut  up  some  workmen  who  were  engaged 
iii  making  repairs.  The  commander  of  the  force 
stationed  there  discovered  at  9  o'clock  p.  m.  the 
presence  of  the  workmen  in  the  building,  but  was 
unable  to  release  them  because  be  could  not  find 
the  janitor  with  the  key.  So  they  bad  to  spend  the 
night  in  confinement. 

—We  may  have  overlooked  the  explanation,  but 
we  must  confess  our  inability  to  understand  why 
Mr.  Charles  Weiner,  the  well-known  French 
traveller,  who  is  now  in  Sao  Paulo,  is  always  des- 
cribed as  "the  French  minister,"  Mr.  Weiner  is 
not  the  diplomatic  representative  of  France  in  this 
country,  nor  are  we  aware  that  he  holds  any  diplo- 
matic position  whatever.  Why  then  should  lie  be 
called  a  "minister?" 

— Jose"  Peixoto,  son  of  the  late  Marshal  Floriano 
Peixoto,  having  been  tried  on  the  charge  of  de- 
sertion, was  acquitted  last  Thursday  by  the  Su- 
preme Tribunal  Militar.  We  understand  that  the 
insistence  of  Gen,  Machado  Bittencourt  in  causing 
this  soldier  to  be  tried  was  one  of  the  causes  tehl 
tended  to  aggravate  the  bad  feeling  engendered  be- 
tween him  and  Gen.  Vasques  by  the  latlcr'streat- 
mentofGen.  Galvao, 

—Col.  Jose"  Clnistino,    commander    of  the    9th 

regiment  of  cavalry,  has  sent  to  the  press  a  com- 
munication containing  the  following  statement:  — 
"As  a  soldier,  trained  in  the  strictest  principles  of 
discipline  and  respect  for  law,  I  am  opposed  to  all 
military  meetings  and  pronuiiciamenlos,  and  for 
this  reason  I  look  no  pari  in  that  meet  in  g.  I  am 
not  a  politician  and  do  not  devote  myself  to  sub- 
jects connected  wilh  politics." 

—Among  the  deaths  of  the  past  week  was  lhat 
of  Dr,  Americo  Brasiliense  de  Almeida  Mello,  a 
member  of  the  supreme  court,  a  prominent  lawyer 
scud  formerly  a  professor  of  the  Sao  Paulo  law 
ahhool.  Like  the  great  majority  of  bis  profession, 
me  made  law  a  hand-maid  to  politics.  He  held 
many  important  political  offices  both  under  the 
Sonarcliy  and  the  republic.  He  was  a  nat've  of 
oroeaba,    Siio  Paulo. 


-Col.  Thome'  Coriltlro,    in  answer  to  a  circular 

of  the  military  club,  states  that  the  10th  battalion 
under  his  command  will  maintain  its  discipline  anil 
obey  the  orders  of  the  lawful  authorities. 

—  Some  days  ago  the  Pais  staled  that  over  40CX- 
revolulioiiiiry  rfficers  hod  signed  a  declaration 
favorable  to  the  motion  voted  at  the  military  club. 
Although  challenged  to  give  ihe  names  of  those 
facers,  it  has  not  been  able  lo  do  so  and  six  ex- 
re volution ists,  Lieut*.  1'io  Torrely,  Monteiro  r'- 
IW-oi,  Obveira  Sampaio,  Alberto  da  Cunha,  Dela- 
innie,  and  Thompson,  have  already  publicly  dis- 
claimed having  signed  any  such  document. 

—If  nil  the  reports  are  true  the  people  of  Brazil 
are  much  moie  in  need  of  saniUry  improvements 
thntt  they  are  of  either  military  protection  or  re- 
publican infinitums,  The  government  that  will 
improve  then  condition,  add  to  their  resources  and 
happiness,  protect  llieir  lives  and  property,  edu- 
cate their  children,  and  let  them  enjoy  nil  these 
rudimentary  blessings  without  threats  ol  conscrip- 
tion 01-  the  insatiable  exactions  of  the  tax-gatherer, 
will  have  our  unanimous  vote. 

—A  telegiam  from  Cariioeiras  announces  the 
death  at  that  place  on  the  271I1  inst.  of  Dr.  Aris- 
Lides  da  Silveira  Lobo,  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
republic,  a  member  of  the  provisional  government 
and  senator  for  the  federal  district.  His  record  is 
one  for  which  we  have  no  word  of  commendation, 
nnd  we  leave  it  therefore  to  ihe  judgment  of  pos- 
terity. Ite  was  a  man  of  strong  passions  and  ex- 
treme views.  Illness  and  insanity  compelled  his 
retirement  from  public  life  in  1893.  His  friends 
took  him  to  Europe  for  treatment,  but  without  r- 
sult.  Since  then  he  has  been  living  in  Tenement 
at  Cachoeiras. 

—On  last  'I'ues  day  the  municipal  council  of  this 
city  adopted  ihe  following  molion  :  "The  munici- 
pal council  of  the  federal  district,  the  genuine  and 
immediate  representative  of  the  people,  in  whose 
bosom  is  sheltered  the  government  of  the  repulse 
of  the  United  States  of  Brazil,  once  more  affirm-. 
ils  unshakeable  republican  faith  and  protests  i<s 
decided  solidarity,  in  defence  of  the  institutions 
embodied  in  the  constitution  of  the  24th  of  Feb- 
ruary, with  ihe  praiseworthy  an  1  venerable  IV  --.[- 
dent  of  the  republic."  A  motion  of  Alderman 
Julio  Carina  eulogizing  the  altitude  of  ihe  mil  t  a- 
club  was  withdrawn. 

— The  Rio  correspondent  of  the  Commenia  de 
S,  Paulo  telegraphed  that  journal  on  the  25th  that 
the  real  purpose  of  the  recent  military  pionuncia- 
mento was  lo  overawe  the  government.  The  first 
diaft  of  Ihe  motion  presented  was  verbally  hostile 
to  the  government,  but  the  wording  was  sub  e- 
qiiently  changed.  Of  course  the  demonstration 
succeeded,  lor  the  government  adopted  the  idea  of 
I'epposing  the  monarchists,"  and  has  p.-nniited  its 
influence  to  be  used  iti  obtaining  adhesions.  The 
movement  has  not  succeeded  as  fully  as  antici- 
pated, however,  for  its  violence  has  aroused  both 
opposition  and  distrust. 

—"Who  saved  the  republic  ?"— "Marshal  Flor- 
iano."—"Perfectly  correct,  with  two  slight  modifi- 
cations. In  the  fust  place  the  republic  has  not 
been  saved,  and  in  the  secnul  place  it  was  not 
Marshal  Floiiano  that  saved  ii.  If  you  doubt  it, 
read  the  motion  of  the  military  men  and  you  will 
see  lhat  Ihe  republic,  far  from  having  been  sav^ 
is  surrounded  with  dan^eis  that  threaten  ns  very 
existence.  Consequently  the  story  of  Marshal 
Fioriano's  having  saved  the  republic  is  tneiely  a 
fable,  invented  for  the  purpose  of  seeking  10  justi- 
fy the  military  murders,  arbitrary  arrests,  squan- 
dering of  public  money  and  other  crimes  com- 
mitted in  1S93  and  1894." 

—In  the  resolutions  adopted  on  last  Tuesday  by 
the  officers  of  the  police- brigade  and  by  tho.se  of 
the  national  guard,  no  direct  reference  is  made  to 
the  motion  voted  at  the  military  club.  The  reso- 
lution of  the  officers  of  the  police  brigad  pi  onuses 
to  uphold  Ihe  republic  and  as  a  supreme  guarantee 
thereof  the  lawful  authorities.  The  national  guard 
in  its  resolution  says  that  it  is  united  and  ready  to 
defend  by  Ihe  side  of  the  government  the  count iy 
and  the  republic,  Powerless  to  punish  ihe  insub- 
ordination of  the  military  men,  the  government  is 
endeavoring  to  make  the  best  of  the  matter  by 
adopting  llieir  molion  and'  to  counteract  its  eff  xt 
by  obtaining  motions  in  its  favor  from  other  offi- 
cers. 

— Gen.  Argollo  has  been  appointed  adjutant- 
general  of  the  army.  This  officer,  who  command- 
ed the  government  troops  in  Santa  Calharina  in 
October  and  November,  1893,  was  removed  from 
his  command  and  succeeded  by  Gen.  Pego,  when 
he  allowed  the- revolutionists  to  get  possession  of 
that  stale.  He  was  afterwards  "appointed  to  the 
command  of  the  forces  at  Nictheroy  and  on  the 
9th  of  February,  1894,  the  5,003  men  al  his  ord  s 
were  surprised  and  partially  defeated  by  Admiral 
Saldanba  da  Gam  a  at  the  head  of  500  maiines.

Campello  accordingly 
informed  the  directors  of  the  military  club  that  he 
was  unable  10  comply  widi  [heir  request  since  the 
regulations  by  which  he  is  governed  do  not  per- 
mit the  commanders  of  war  vessels  to  take  part  in 
political  discussions, 

—  Capt.  Rodrigo  da  Rocha,  commander  of  the 
ironclad  Rwchuelo,  in  answering  the  letter  of  the 
secretary  of  the  military  club,  who  had  a-ked  for 
his  concurrence  in  the  motion  voted  on  the  21st 
insl.,  makes  use  of  some  very  plam  language.

prove  of  military  meetings,  which  may  be  inter- 
preied  as  haying  some  hidden  purpose  and  which 
in  any  case  paralyse  social  activity,  destroy  confi- 
dence and  are  subversive  of  discipl  ne. 

-On  last  Wednesday  a  meicha.it  on  Rua  do 
Calide  sent  one  of  Ins  clerks  ■  ,  distribute  some 
hand. I  ills  announcing  his  hm,<e.  A  policeman 
took  1'  into  his  head  thai  those  hand-bills  were 
monarchist  manilesios,  and.  In  Mi;,.-  an  open  air 
meeting  with  himself,  unanimou-lv  passed  a  resolu- 
tion to  save  the  institution?,  of  the  country.  This 
he  successfully  accomplished  bv  arrest'ing  the 
clerk,  who  was  taken  to  the  nearest  police  station. 
The  institutions  of  the  country  being  now  out  of 
danger,  the  merchant  went  to  wo.k  to  secure  the 
release  ol  his  clerk.  He  accordingly  called  1  n  the 
police  inspector,  \s\va  lortunately  «  as  able  to  read. 
anti  showed  him  one  of  the  hand-bids,  thus  dem- 
onstrating that  he  was  conspi.ing,  not  to  restore 
Hie  monarchy,  but  lo  secure  a  large  custom  for  his 
establishment.  Ihe  inspector  iuloimed  him  that

THE  STRANGERS'1  HOSPITAL. 

The  secretary  ol  the  Strangers'  Hospital  wishes 
to  call  the  attention  of  shipmaster  and  others  who 
may  need  its  services,  to  the  vital  necessity  of  hav- 
ing the  best  medical  advice  on  the  fust  symptoms 
of  illness,  however  slight  they  may  be.  A  day's 
delay  in  this  respect  may  be  the  determining  factor 
between  life  and  death.  It  occurs  every  epidemic 
year  that  scores  of  lives  arc  lost  simply  because  of 
tlii-s  faial  delay  in  submitting  to  treatment,  mid  as 
these  delays  are  more  common  among  those  who 
are  strangers  in  this  city,  or  who  follow  some 
active,  out-door  occupation,  it  becomes  necessary 
10  re-iterate  the  warning  so  frequently  given  on 
this  subject. 

During  the  past  week  two  lives  have  been  lost, 
apparently  through  this  lamentable  neglect.  A 
shipmaster,  after  being  ill  some  days,  resolved  to 
go  to  the  Hospital,  and  was  found  to  be  in  a  hope- 
less condition  on  his  arrival  there.  He  lived  only 
a  few  hours.  Then  again,  oil  Saturday  an  engi- 
neer, who  had  been  at  work  up  to  1  o'clock  that 
morning,  was  obliged  to  stop  work  011  account  of 
illness,  and  was  sent  to  the  Hospital  that  after- 
noon. He  had  been  feeling  ill  three  or  four  days, 
lie  died,  however,  before  he  reached  the  Hospital, 
and  the  physician  who  saw  him  pronounced  it  yel- 

As  ihe  Strangers1  Hospital  was  established  to 
cure  ihe  sick,  its  directors  andprolessiortfll  staff  are 
naturally  desirous  that  patients  should  come  in 
time.  They  know  that  the  patient  who  comes  after 
having  been  three  or  four  days  ill  with  yellow 
lever,  has  all  the  chances  against  liim.  Tliey 
desire  to  urge,  therefore,  that  every  patient  should 
have  medical  advice  and  enter  ihe  hospital  in  the 
first  stages  of  the  disease  so  that  they  may  have  a 
fair  chance  to  cope  with  an  enemy  dangerous  enough 
even  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances. 

The  secietary  also  desires  to  say  ihat  whenever 
possible  the  patient  should  see  ihe  Hospital  phy- 
sician, Dr.  Raymundo  Bandeira,  at  his  office  in  the 
city,  X<>.  75  Rua  l1.'  de  Marco,  between  the  hours 
of  1  and  3  p.  111,  This  request  ol  course  does  not 
apply  10  subscribers,  nor  to  urgent  cases,  but 
whenever  possible  it  will  facilitate  treatment  and 
raity  be  the  means  of  averting  serious  consequences. 
With  yellow  fever,  it  should  be  remembered,  every 
moment  is  oi  vital  consequence  and  skilled  treat- 
ment in  its   first  stages  ought  not  to  be  neglected. 


Coffee    Notes 


—  In  the  vicinity  of  Juiz  de  Fdra  the  coffee  crop 
piomises  to  be  large  this  year,  though  inferior  to 
that  of  1SS7. 

—Owing  to  a  two  years' drought  on  the  Pacific 
side  of  Nicaiagua  the  coffee  crop  has  been  much 
reduced,  and  insiead  of  the  200,000  expected  it  is 
not  now  believed  that  ihe  crop  will  exceed  100,000 
quintals.  Tins  is  the  statement  of  United  States 
Minister  Baker. 

—A  Colon  {Colombia)  telegram  of  the  241I1 
ult.j  published  in  ihe  New  York  papers,  says  :  — 
"The  amount  of  coffee  of  the  new  crop  received 
thus  far  is  much  less  ihan  is  usually  received  at 
this  lime,  and  indicates  that  ihe  coffee  crop  of 
Centra!  America  is  not  up  to  the  average  yield." 

—According  to  recent  advices  from  the  interior 
the  continued  rains  and  cool  weather  have  caused 
an  unusually  abundant  supplementary  flowering, 
and  it  is  anticipated  now  that  the  crop  of  caff  das 
api.?s  t!iis  year  will  he  abnormally  huge.  The 
lucking  will  he  later  and  more  troublesome,  hut  the 
planter  is  beginning  to  see  his  losses  from  the 
December  drouth  made  good  for  him. 

—The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
coffee  dealers  of  this  capital,  which  is  published 
herewith,  is  valuable  for  the  confession  it  uncon- 
sciously makes.  It  admits  revising  its  estimates 
last  year  at  the  solicitation  ol  the  planters,  who 
invariably  underestimate  their  crops  in  order  to 
secure  better  prices.  Even  when  malting  this 
reduction,  the  committee  was  doubtful,  for  it  soon 
alter  said  ihat  the  shipments  would  be  larger 
because  of  reserves  from  the  former  crop.  And 
now  it  proposes  to  explain  the  increased  shipment 
by  adding  on  coffee  from  the  new  crop,  which 
will  certainly  be  late  this  year  because  of  ihe  con- 
tinued rains.  An  impartial  estimate  is  very  much 
needed. 


and  which  moreover  have  damaged  the  other 
berries  and  interfered  with  all  agricultural  work. 
There  are  many  fields  that  have  not  been  hoed, 
not  only  on  this  account  but  also  on  account  of 
the  constant  lack  of  laborers,  which  is  especially 
lelt  in  the  siates  of  Rio  and  Minns. 

The  railway  service  continues  in  a  disorganised 
state,  especially  on  the  extensive  lines  of  the 
I.eopotdina  road,  and  consequently  the  shipment 
of  coffee  will  continue  to  be  slow,  as  has  hitherto 
been  .the  case,  nnd  there  is  still  no  security  for 
weight  and  quality  notwithstanding  the  heavy 
freight  rates  now  in  force. 

The  crop  for  1894-95  whose  shipment  still  con- 
tinues was  calculated  at  2,000,000  according  to  the 
estimate  published  on  December  6,  1S9.4;  but  the 
committee,  in  view  of  rectifications  of  planters, 
made  a  reduction  of  250,000  bags  declaring,  how- 
ever, on  March  20,  1895,  mat  the  shipments 
would  be  larger  on  account  ol  a  slock  'if  more 
than  300,020  bng-i  belonging  to  the  former  crop. 
It  is  now  prjhabls  that  a  larger  addition  will  have 
to  be  made  in  consequence  of  receipts  of  new 
coffee  which  will  come  to  market  as  soon  as  ihe 
weather  permits  its  preparation  and  shipment.

COFFEE  CROP  FOR  iSq6-g7. 

The  committee  appointed  for  estimating  the 
coffee  crop  available  for  shipment  from  Rio  de 
Janeiro  is  of  the  opinion,  in  view  of  information 
recently  obtained  from  planters,  ihat  the  growing 
crop  may  amount  to  about  3,750,000  bags  in 
conformity  with  the  estimate  already  published  on 
the  25th  of  last  December. 

After  that  date  there  was  a  late  flowering, 
which  on  new  lands  was  quite  large;  but  the 
greater  part  gave  no  fruit  on  account  of  the  heavy 
rains,  which  have  fallen  for  the  Inst    three    months 


— The  duty  on  feathers  for  trimming  ladies'  hats 
is  2oo$ooo  per  kilo. 

—The  Associate  Commercial  ol  Rio  Grande 
has  protested  against  the  new  tax  on  cigars. 

—The  new  contract  for  paving  the  cily  of  Sao 
Paulo  is  said  to  call  for  an  expenditure  of  1,200,- 
ooo$ooo. 

— The  prefect  of  Pernambuco  has  fixed  the  price 
ol  bread  at  40  reis  per  loaf  of  70  grammes.  This 
is  a  reduction  from  the  price  charged. 

—At  the  instance  of  the  contractors  the  muni- 
cipal government  of  Para  annulled  on  the  241I1 
inst.  the  contract  for  supplying  the  city  with  fresh 
meat. 

— The  "Paraeuse"  insurance  company,  of  Pant, 
is  pay  in);  a  dividend  for  the  second  half  ol  last 
year  at  the  rate  ol  67$5oo  per  share,  or  33^  per 
cent,  per  annum. 

— The  "Commercial"  insurance  company  of 
.Para  is  paying  a  20  per  cent  dividend.  If  this  rate 
is  a  regular  one,  then  the  rate  on  insurance  risks 
might  well  be  reduced. 

—The  minister  of  finance  has  decided  that  olive 
oil  cannot  be  seized  by  the  custom-house,  even  it 
adulterated,  unless  it  contains  some  substance  in- 
jurious to  the  public  health. 

— It  is  said  that  the  government  of  the  state  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro  has  decided  to  purchase  for  So,ooo$ 
the  plantation  of  Boa  Vista,  on  which  it  will 
establish  an  immigrant  depot. 

— The  February  exports  of  rubber  from  Manaos 
amounted  to  3,443  tons  of  which  1,326  went  lo 
the  United  States  and  2,117  to  England.  The 
stock  on  hand  February  29th  was  510  tons.  Of 
the  receipts  during  the  month  (2,610  ions)  a  little 
over  94  tons  came  from  Peru  and  Bolivia. 

—For  the  5th  series  of  bonus  the  Banco  da  Re- 
publica  has  received  76  applications  amounting  to 
about  120,000,000$  and  has  rejected  ihem  all. 
Tlie  sum  which  it  is  authorised  to  issue  is  only 
20,000,000$  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Jdrnal  do 
Commcrcio  this  series  of  bonus  never  will  be 
issued. 

—At  the  ordinary  general  meeting  of  sharehold- 
ers of  the  British  Bank  of  South  America,  held  in 
London  On  the  26th  inst,,  the  directors  recom- 
mended a  dividend   of  Sj  a  share   for  the  half  year, 

and  a  bonus  of  4.;  a  share,   nuking  a  total  distribu- 
tion of  20J  a  share,    or  10  per  ceni,   on  the  paid  up 
ipital  for  the  year. 


—According  to  the  repoit  of  the  Sociedade  Kn- 
sacadora  de  Cafe  its  receipts  last  year  amounted  to 
l.oi5ij67$50S  anil  iis  expenses  498,0491307,  It 
paid  its  shareholders  a  dividend  of  13  %  on  a 
capital  of  2,500,ooo$ooo  nnd  rnrried  64,515^674  to 
the  reserve  fund,  which  at  the  end  of  the  year 
amounted  lo  299,7688676. 

— We  wish  10  advise  our  readers  that  the  last 
Royal  Mail  steamer  brought  a  consignment  of 
fresh  butter  from  Buenos  Aires  for  Messrs.  Atves 
Nogneita  St  Co,,  which  can  be  obtained  at  their 
siores  at  a  very  moderate  price.  This  new  Im- 
portation deserves  to  be  encouraged,  for  it  is  an 
important  addition  to  our  limited  resources  in  the 
matter  of  good  food.

—The  cable  companies,  or  rather  those  which 
undertake  to  collect,  collate  and  send  press  tele- 
grams from  abroad,  should  be  possessed  of  ordin- 
ary intelligence  and  then  use  it  in  sending  mes- 
sages. This  would  seem  a  self-evident  proposi- 
tion, but  it  is  by  no  means  complied  with  and  we 
are  constantly  receiving  messages  which  are  not 
only  not  true  but  are  ridiculous  In  their  improba- 
bility. Of  course,  they  deceive  no  one  who  is  ac- 
quainted with  the  mailers  regarding  which  tele- 
grams are  sent,  but  they  do  mislead  those  who 
have  had  no  occasion  to  keep  themselves  inform- 
ed  regarding  matters  treated.  —  Buenos  Aires 
Herald. 

—There  has  a  curious  shareholder?.'  meeting  in 
London  on  tlie' 3rd  insl.  The  company  is  called 
The  New -Matrix  Syndicate,  and  this  was  its  first 
annual  general  meeting.  'Die-  directors  had  a 
'•liquid  capital"  of/  15,000  to  use,  with  which  they 
realized  a  net  profit  of  £  11,739  "in  connection 
with  ihe  formation  of  various  unite,  takings  of  which 
we  approved."  In  oilier  words,  the  Syndicate 
went  into  the  promotion  business.  Its  real 
business,  however,  is  that  of  acquiring  and  work- 
iitg  diamond  mines  here  in  Brazil,  of  which  Mr.  J. 
W.  Wells  possesses  a  vast  fund  of  carefully  guarded 
information.  According  to  Mr.  Wells'  statement 
he  has  made  three  voyages  to  Brazil  to  secure  this 
properly,  and  will  have  to  come  again  this  year. 
This  time  he  expecls  to  secure  the  mines  in 
queslion  and  "also  tlie  mining  rights  over  several 
thousand  square  miles  around  it,"  all  of  which 
will  cost  the  mere  bagatelle,  "say  £  2.000  to 
£  3,000,  In  view  of  the  delicate  nature  of  the 
negotiation,  he  could  not  tell  them  anything  more 
thistime.  He  asks  for  a  continuation  of  their 
confidence  and  anticipates  a  "loving  reception" 
when  next  they  meet.

STORAGE  AT  THE  CUSTOM-HOUSE. 

We  have  received  the  following  communication 
from  an  important  firm  of  this  city: 

"Now  that  we  are  beginning  to  understand  belter 
the  effects  of  the  provisions  relating  to  the  custom- 
house in  the  new  budget  it  is  quite  interesting  to 
compare  the  various  stoiage  rates  for  the  "last 
10  years. 

''For  this  purpose  we  will  select  hoes,  an  arlicle 
which  pays  double  storage. 

'•The  hoe  is  an  implement  that  is  indispensable 
to  the  agriculture  o(  tlie  country,  and  at  this  port 
alone  there  are  imported  every  year  thousands  of 
barrels  containing  120  hoes  each. 

"An  invoice  of  100  barrels  of  hoes  delivered  at 
this  port  amounts  to  10,000$  (or  an  inferior  article 
and  22,000$  for  an  article  of  better  quality. 

"The  official  value  ol  these  100  barrels,  weighing 
1,800  kilos  nei,  is  24,oco$,  the  custom-house 
deliberately  setting  aside  the  abatement  of  -o  '>/ 
for  which  article  28  in  the  last  law  distinctly 
provides.  J 

"Double  storage  of  3  %  for  the  first  month  on 
tins  sum  makes  720$;  in  the  second  moiilh,  10  or 
is  2,400$  and  in  the  third,  21  %,  is  5,040$.        "" 

"Leaving  the  second  and  third  months  out  of  Ihe 
question,  as  impossible,  it  will  be  seen  ihat  ar 
package  of  hoes  of  this  value  lias  to  pay  7*200  fo 
simply  passing  through  the  custom-house,  besides 
1*500  lor  labor  and  36$ooo  for  duties. 

"To  call  tins  monstrous  would  be  making  use  of 
too  mild  a  term,  it  there  were  no  certainly  That  the 
legislator  did  not  give  the  matter  a  moment's 
reflection.  It  is  really  something  calculated  to 
astonish  even  our  friends,  the  admirers  of  our 
1  rinidad,  who  send  us  all  these  hoes.

Exports. 

Coffee— The  week  has  been  quiet  and  the  total  sales  de- 
clared are  only  ahout  17,000  bags.  The  scarcity  of  dis- 
posable coffee,  and  the  very  poor  assortment  have  made  busi- 
ness very  difficult,  but  there  has  existed  a  belief  that  receipts 
are  to  show  some  increase  and  the  market  has  become  fiat, 
although  no  great  changes  were  made  in  quotations.  During 
the  last  few  days  of  the  week  the  supply  by  the  railway 
showed  a  marked  increase,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  disposi- 
tion in  some  quarters  to  challenge  these  receipts,  but  it  is 
quite  possible  that  with  the  recent  more  favorable  weather 
the  roads  in  the  interior  have  become  available  at  last,  and 
even  wiih  the  lowest  crop  estimates  for  the  Rio  /one,  there  h 
still  coffee  up  country. 

On  the  27th  last  the  committee  of  factors  issued  theii 
final  crop  estimates,  which  confirm  the  preceding  figures 
published  in  December,  viz;  3,750,003  bags  fur  the  1S96-97 
crop.  The  rains  are  said  lo  have  seriously  damaged  the 
promised  cafes  das  agiias,  and  the  approaching  crop,  the 
committee  suys,  is  likely  to  be  early,  if  the  weather  permits 
preparation  on  the  plantations. 

The  week  was  qniet  in  Santos  also,  but  quotations  have 
been  maintained,  and  the  sales  reported  are  only  20,000  bags. 
"Good  average"  has  been  quoted  steadily  at  "S^S"1  P«r  So 
kilos,  and  the  market  closed  quiet  on  Saturday  with  stock 
estimated  to  he  141,000  bags.  Receipts  were  18,900  bags, 
against  shipments  01  ai.ooo  bags  for  the  United  States  and 
4,000  bags  for  Europe.
